The reason for the differences 
in percentag es of crimes ag ainst 
property and those ag ainst per­ 
sons which are solv ed has nothing 
8o do with g ood or bad police 
fork, bu t, rather, witnesses. 
Property cannot identify a 
criminal, hu t a person often 
can point ou t the indiv idu al who 
has assau lted him. 
These and other disclosu res 
were made in a report o f 1964, 
issu ed by J. Edg ar Hoov er, di­ 
rector of the FBI. 
There is little in the statistics 
released by the top G-Man to 
either elev ate one’s opinion of the 
hu man race or g iv e one cau se to 
rejoice that he liv es among hu ­ 
man being s.

A mother asks whether she 
should give calcium tablets to 
her 2-y ear-old son who won’t drink 
milk or cat milk products. She 
adds that her pediatrician did 
not seem concerned about this. 
It is true that calcium is an 
essential element of the diet. It 
makes up a large part of the 
bones and teeth. It is also neces­ 
sary for the proper function of 
muscles and nerves and the clot­ 
ting of blood. 
The 
amount of 
calcium 
ab­ 
sorbed from the diet depends not 
only on the amount present in 
the foods eaten but also on the 
amount of phosphorus in the diet 
and on the presence of vitamin 
D 
and 
other 
factors. 
Large 
amounts of fat in the diet will 
decrease the calcium absorption. 
Although milk and milk prod­ 
ucts are the chief sources of 
calcium in the diet of most chil­ 
dren, eggs and leafy vegetables 
are also good sources. If a child 
gets plenty of these he will not 
need calcium tablets. An egg­

Drugs of the cortisone group and 
ehloroquine may help to make the 
attack a mild one if they are 
given early in the course of the 
disease.

y ears old and had them every 
three weeks. She is healthy in 
every other way . Our doctor say s 
time will help her to get on a 
four-week cy cle. What do y ou 
think? 

There 
is a wide variation in the regu­ 
larity ami interval between peri­ 
ods in y oung girls. It is some­ 
times two or three y ears before 
the regular 28 -day cy cle is es­ 
tablished. As long as y our daugh­ 
ter is otherwise healthy there is 
no need to worry .

Le Tu True, chief of police of 
Saigon’s 3rd Precinct, said that 
Kimball, 36, had confessed kill­ 
ing J ack E. Ry an, 44, chief of 
the U.S. Aid Mission’s public 
safety div ision, and Mrs. Nguy ­ 
en Thi Hai, 26, outside Ry an’s 
house Friday night. 
A reliable police source said 
Kimball would be charged with 
homicide. 
True 
said 
Kimball 
had signed a statement admit­ 
ting the killings. But the police 
chief refused to disclose any 
Retails of the statement. 
The United States and Viet 
Nam hav e no status of forces 
agreement spelling out jurisdic­ 
tion ov er cases such as this. 
Police said Mrs. Hai, the wife 
of a Vietnamese air force cap­ 
tain, was a close friend of Kim­ 
ball. The police said she and 
the killer were in Ry an’s y ard 
when Ry an arriv ed and was 
shot. Mrs. Hai tried to run out 
of the y ard, the police said, but 
was shot and her body was 
dragged back into the y ard. 
A reliable police source said 
a statement from Kimball has 
been turned ov er to a Viet­ 
namese court. This source said 
the prisoner related this story 
to police: 
Kimball was so upset after the 
shooting that he tried to kill 
himself, but had no more car­ 
tridges in his rev olv er. 
Kimball had been seeing Mrs. 
Hai for two y ears and believ ed 
she was in lov e with him. But 
he said he noticed a change in 
her when Ry an returned to Sai­ 
gon after a v isit to the United 
States. 
Kimball and Mrs. Hai had an 
argument in a restaurant Fri­ 
day ev ening. He took her home 
at her request, but watched sus­ 
piciously from a nearby bar un­ 
til she turned out the lights. 
On his way home by motor­ 
cy cle, he saw Ry an’s car head­ 
ing toward the Hai residence. 
He followed the car. He saw 
Mrs. Hai enter the car and the 
couple driv e toward R y a n’s 
home. 
Kimball encountered the cou­ 
ple in Ry an’s driv eway . Ry an 
suggested they discuss their dif­ 
ferences at another time. Kim 
ball pulled Mrs. Hai out of the 
car and slapped her. Then Ry an 
punched him and he fell back 
ward. Kimball pulled out his re 
v olv er and fired at Ry an when 
he saw Ry an reaching for a 
pocket where he normally car 
ried a pistol. 
He kept firing when Mrs. Hai 
ran toward him screaming.
